New York, July 28.—The Hera’d this morn- 
ing devotes a somewhat remarkable editorial to 
Tilden. It says: Tou can never be President 
of the United States, Mr. Tilden, and with your 
clear bead and practical mind you ought 
to see this, as everybody else sees it. 
You have, doubtless, a certain power in 
your party, for you can probably ruin its 
chances if you want to by forcing it to take you 
or by leading a faction to defeat it if it refuses 
to submit to your demands. Either would be 
fatal to the Democrats next vear, and the first, 
in our belief, even more certainly so than the 
last. You cannot be President, but 

YOU CAN BE SOMETHING ELSE. 
You cap resign your pretensions to the nomina- 
tion, publicly take leave of public life, and in 
this retirement you would discover you pos- 
sessed more influence over your party, 
and would have a greater or, at 
least, to a man of ideas, more 
desirable position, than you have ever 
had, or than the Presidency, if you could achieve 
it, would be for you. You cannot be President, 
Mr. Tilden, for a number of reasons. We will 
not bere refer to certain disagreeable events in 
your career, because that would be unkind, and 
we are now addressing you in the most friendly 
spirit. 
WE WILL NOT ALLUDE 

to your unfortunate income tax suit, with its 
painful adjuncts, nor the still more unfortunate 
cipher dispatches, to your sometime relations 
with William M. Tweed, nor to your relations 
to certain shipwrecked railroads. It is 
far from our purpose to revive in your 
ewn wind the recollection of events which 
nevertheless are fresh in the public mind, and 
which ali sensible Democrats very well know 
their opponents would, if you should have the 
ill-fortune to procure yourself to be nominated, 
take care to advertise abundantly to a public 
which, though 


IT MAY NOT BE SQUEAMISH IN ITS OWN 
PURSUIT 
of fortune, is perhaps for that reason the more 
rigidly particular about the character of its 
servants. There are other reasons besides 
these to prevent you from ever be 
coming President. You are . undoubdt- 
ediy an able man, but vour action 
in partisan politics is disastrous to the party 
which you seek to control. Lou follow your 
own career with such unfaltering determination 
that you notoriously forget everything else; and 
a politician of whom it is generally suspected 
that he means to either rule his partv or ruin it 
cannot expect a long continued success. 
YOU SUCCEEDED ONCE. 

You became Governor of New York. You 
ought to bave seen that this was properly the 
end of your carcer as an office-bolder.”’ 

The Hera'd seriously appeals to Tilden to 
publicly withdraw to private life, as Washing- 
ton and Grant have done, and thus to become 
the sage of Gramercy Park and the Democracy. 


THE ELECTION LAWS. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 


CrncrnnatTi, O., July 29.—The investigation 
of the workings of the Supervisor law, which 
has been in progress here for a week 
past, is not meeting the expectations of the 
Democrats, who hoped to make party capital 
out of it. The testimony has gone to show 
that the Congressional election last fall was 
clean and well conducted, in which particular 
it was in strong contract with those of pre- 
ceding years. Thus far no legal voter has 
been found to say that he was prevented by 
the Marshals, or anybody else, from voting, 
or that he was in any way interfered with, 
nor has any attempt been made to 
show that the Republicans were benefited 
in any way by the enforcement of the law, ex- 
cept by the exclusion of illegal votes. Failing 
to show intimidation or restraint, the Democrats 
lay much stress upon the fact that the Deputy 
Marshals were all Repablicans, and that they 
were massed in Democratic wards. When the 
first steps were taken to secure the benefit of 
the law the Democrats, through their Commit- 
tee, were inyited to co-operate and name an 
equal number of Supervisors with the Republic- 
ans. This they refused in open court to do. 
Chief Supervisor Fosaker then endeavored to 
get individual Democrats to serve, and 

DID SUCCEED IN SECURING ABOUT TWENTY. 

Every Democrat was advised, by the party- 
leaders, however, to have nothing to do with 
the business. The Marshals were stationed 
mainly in wards where riots and ballot-box 
stuffing have occurred in previous years, and 
those are, without exception, the heavy Demo- 
cratic wards. Whenever, in the course of the 
testimony, a witness says anything about the 
election of 1876, when 1,100 illegal votes were 
cast in three wards, he is stopped by the Demo- 
cratic couusel on the ground that the Commit- 
tee have decided not to go into that branch of 
the subject. As to the charges of bribery 
against Representatives Butterworth and Young, 
not à particle of evidence. has been pro- 
duced. The signers of the aflidavits sent to 
Washington generally repudiate’ them, and 
deny a knowledge of fraud. and the leading 
Democrats whose names were attached to the 
memorial say their signatures were obtained by 


thirty-seven men under his charge on election- 
day watching the polls in this city to prevent 
the work of Kentucky repeaters. The men 
were employed and paid by the Republican 
Campaiau Committee. Witness stated that 
these men were emplored on account of the 
1 ene! of the Republicans at the election of

The Chair decided that the testimony was ip- 
admissible. 

Witness continued: After the memorial had 
been presented to Congress, I subpcnaed all 
the signers, and all the parties who made afli- 
davits, to appear before the Grand Jury. All 
the former appeared before us except Mr. Hill, 
who was absent from the city. 1 did not get all 
the aftidavit-makers. I asked the memorialists 
what they knew of each of the charges of the 
memorial. 

Mr. Drew here read the charges, and said 
that every witness, or nearly every witness, 
swore they knew nothing about the charges. 

Nr. Conger here suggested that Mr. Drew 
inform the Committee what each witness said 
before the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Drew said that many of the affidayit- 
makers swore their affidavits had been altered 
beyond recognition.

Jerry Mulroy thought it a petition to repeal 
the Supervisor law. 

J. D. Campbell thought likewise. 

Jobn G. Fratz said he wouldn’t have signed if 
be bad read it. 

J. D. Mullony swore he knew. nothing about 
the charges. 

Thomas F. Shay had no information, and had 
no charges to make against anybody. 

Alex Long said he Knew pbothing, but had 
heard rumors of Gov. Young giving somebody 
money. 

Jacob Kramer signed on the strength of the 
affidavit. 

E G. Bernard knew nothing of his own knowl- 
edge. 

W. W. Sutton signed the memorial on the 
recommendation of Milton Sayler without read- 
ing it. 

William E. Jones testified similarly. 

Of the aflidavit-makers, Michael McDermot 
swore his aflidavit had been alierea. He had 
got no money for his vote from Butterworth, as 
the affidavit charged. 

Mr. Hanrahan swore that the affidavit as 
drawn by Mr. Pugh was a little stronger than 
the facts warranted. 

Johu Scott swore he never saw or signed any 
affidavit, 

Martin Gorman swore he signed the affidavit 
that he had received money to work for the Ke- 
publican party. Mr. Shay read an afldavit to 
him so fast that

did not vote the Republican ticket. 

C. H. Jones’ name was attached to an affi- 
vidit, but he swore he never signed it. 

Jobp Quinn swore he saw no illegal voting, as 
the affidavit alleges. 

John Goodimg swore he was paid to work for 
both sides on election day; was not paid for his 
vote. a - 

John Quinn swore be saw no illegal voting, as 
the affidavit alleres. 

Mr. Drew continned: I read the affidavits to 
the signers before the Grand’ Jury with the 
above results. Not ove of the memoralists con- 
firmed a sivele one ot the allegations before the 
Grand Jury. A. R. Vonmartels and Julius 
Reis, who telegraphed to Washington to aflix 
their names to the memorial, testitied before 
the Grand Jury that they knew nothing. The 
Grand Jury subpenaed seventy-five witnesses, 
aud failed to find a true bill. 


4 S HEALY 

was the next witness. He saw the Supervisors 
in the Sixteenth Ward handling tickets. Mr. 
Worth was Supervisor. He opened a ticket 
that a party handed in, and asked him if 
that was the ticket he intended to vote. 
Healy heard dbjection to this proceeding, and 
offered to make an objection himself, but was 
pushed aside by a policeman. The ticket 
opened was that of a man who was challenged, 
and was afterwards put in the box. 

Peter Ryan and Andrew Rogers were the 
next witnesses, and testified substantially as 
Healy did. 

Patrick O' Neil, a policeman, testified that he 
saw Supervisor Ferry handle nineteen ballots in 
the Second Precinct of the Twentieth Ward, and 
gave au account of trouble between Ferry and 
Police-Lieut. Brady, tor which the latter was 
tried in the United States Court and convicted. 

At the conclusion of bis testimony the Com- 
mittee adjuurned. 


OHIO. 
Special Dispatch to The Tritwne. 

Cotumsvs, O., July 29.—Although twenty 
days yet elapse before the formal opening of 
the political campaign, the two leaders are now 
actively at work. Mr. Foster since his nomina- 
ion has not been idle; but, on the contrary, 
has visited a large number of counties in the 
State, attending County Conventions, and aid- 
ing local committees in their organization pre- 
paratory to the general engagement which will 
shortly commence. 

Gen. Ewing. after making a speech in this 
city in response to a serenade (which was never 
given), and in Which he was very cautious, and 
weighed well every word and syllable, curbed 
his chafing feelings on the money question in 
deference to the wishes of a large number of 
hard-money Democrats at home, as well as for 
the moral and substantial supvort in the East. 
It was noted at the time in Tus Trisunz 
that Gen. Ewing spoke in a manner that 
conveyed the impression that he was laboring 
at a disadvantage. On the strength of this 
speech Ewing presented himself to the Eastern 
Democracy, under the belief that the Shy- 
locks would welcome him with open arms and 
receive him back in the fold; 

BUT NOT 80. 

The New York wing of the party had heard of 
the movement of the National party, and of the 
pledges of Ewing to them if they would but 
transfer their whole machinery, camp, and bag- 
gage to him; and, while Ewing was being eulo- 
gized by the Sam Cary gang at home as the 
chief leader of the Ohio Idaah”’ or “‘ Odeah,”’ 
the chieftain himself was cndeavoring to strike 
up a flirtation with ¢the men of the East, repre 
sented by Sammy Tilden and Senator Barnum, 
the Chairman of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee. But subsequent events have proven 
beyond doubt that the sage of Gramercy Park 
was suspicious of the Ohio man who was en- 
deavoring to ride the inflation nag in Ohio, and 
at the same time was dickering with the Eastern 
politicians for an animal of a different nature. 

In an interview with Gen. Ewing on bis return 
from the East, and before his speech at Lan- 
caster, THE TRIBUNE correspondent clearly fore- 
saw that so far as Gen. Ewing was concerned he 
bad met with little, if any, encouragement, and 
his last speech shows conclusively that he did 
not. Inalong conversation with the Genera! 
on the train, which Mr. Ewing desired not to be 
published, be conveyed the impression that very 
little. if any, aid couid be expected from East- 
ern Democrats in the contest of the Ohio De- 
mocracy this fall.

from the East. That Gen. Ewing has abandon- 
ed all hope of being backed up by the assistance 


of Sammy Tilden or Other Eastern leaders is 
apparent in bis Lan@aster speech, in which he 
goes to the full lengt& of the Greenback strings. 

While Gen. Ewing nas been in the East for 
the purpose of getting solid there, his compet- 
itor, Mr. Foster, has been making himself ac- 
quainted in nearly every county, and mingling 
with the people and gaining in popularity. In 
conversatlon with Mr. Foster, he said: I am 
agreeably surprised at the harmony and good 
feeling among the Republicans wherever I go, 
aud especially so the @nthusiasm which exists 
in the central and tiickly-populated counties, 
where I feared that there might be some luke- 
warmness; but on contrary the confidence in the 
success of the Republican ticket this fall is be- 
yond my most savuguine anticipations.” Said 
Mr. Foster: “I regard the Republican chances 
as improving every Gay. Everything looks 
brignt for the future.” 

Gen. Ewing does not feel as confident, and 
said to THe TRipuNn®: 1 do not consider the 
fight as belonging to either party.

Gen. Ewing will, without doubt, fall behind 
in his own county and Congressional District. 
He was elected to Congress last fall in a strong 
Democratic district by 

BUT 438 MAJORITY. 

The same counties gave Bishop the year before 
1,558 majority. Ewing’s loss in his own baili- 
wick was 1. 120 in one year, and he also ran be- 
hind the State ticket last fall 377. This terrible 
scratching of Ewing in bis own Congressional 
District shows the lack of confidence in his po- 
litical honesty or business sagacity. 

One severe drawback which Ewing will have 
against him, and which threatens to swamp bim 
in his own Congressional District, is his counec- 
tion with the Ohio Central Railroad, bis scheme 
being the building of a railroad from the coal- 
enines to Lake Erie. He went to a small place 
called Bremen, and, on bis personal assurance 
that the cars should be running within a few 
weeks, raised $5,000, and pledged that the sub- 
scribers should not be held _responsi- 
ble for any further assessment on 
stock. In his own county (Fairfield) $93,000 was 
subscribed, $70,000 of which is good. About 
half a million was subscribed in all. Now suit 
is being brought by the creditors of the road 
against the subscribers, which, if decided 
against the latter, will 

WRECK MANY A MAN 

and cripple hundreds of others. There are 700 
subscribers, many of whom are Democrats, who 
would sooner see the Democratic party buried 
than vote for a man who has deceived them in 
the manner Ewing has. Of course the railroad 
was never built, although a little grading may 
have been done. 

Witb such a record at home, and all the out- 
side influence against bim, Gen. Ewing does not 
stand the remotest chance of being elected Gov- 
ernor, unless the Republicans make him a pres- 
ent of the office, which at the present time they 
do not seem inclined to do.

FIRES. 


AT VINCENNES, IND. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridwne. 

Vincennes, Ind., July 29.—The Knox Sugar 
Refinery and Starch Works, valued at $250,000, 
were totally destroyed by fire to-day. The 
works were owned by James H. and James A. 
Cunningham, of Madison, ind. They had just 
been rebuilt, the new buildings being of brick, 
with slate roofs. The cooper shops and ware- 
houses, both frame buildings, surrounded on all 
sides by burning buildings, escaped. The fire 
originated in a spark from a passing locomotive 
falling into a corn-bin afew minutes after 12, 
while the men were at dinner. About 3,000 
bushels of corn were consumed. Ninety men 
are thrown out of employment. Following is a

| YELLOW-FEVER. 


The Pest Evidently Stayed in 
the Much-Afflicted 


City. 


Their Death-Reckonings 
Yesterday. 


Only Eight New Cases, and but 
Four Deaths at Most. 


Travel Now Entirely Cut Off, and 
Locomotives Carrying the Mails. 


Death of a Child in Quarantine at St. 
5 Louis Yesterday. 


Five Undisputed Oases of Yellow-Fever in 
New Orleans. 


MEMPHIS. 
HOPE. 
Bpecial Diapatch io The Tribune. 

MeEszpuais, Teun., July 29.—Thee prospect to- 
day is much brighter. The number of new cases 
reported is only eight, while out of the six in- 
terments only two are charged to yellow-fever. 
One interment was irregularly reported, the cer- 
tificate of burial bearing no physician’s signa- 
ture. A Howard visitor, who happened to be 
passing, on hearing of the death of the negro, 
and acting under the impulse that early inter- 
ment was necessary, prouounced the case yellow- 
fever, upon which the body was turned over to 
the county undertaker. It was learned after- 
ward that the symptoms before death were 
more like the effects of poison than any 
disease whatever. Dr. Thornton, President of 
the Board of Health, will investigate the case, 
and declares his intention of punishing those 
engaged in the irreguiarity attending this man’s 
death and burial. 

THE TWO DEATHS 
reported as yellog-fever were also without the 
signature of the dttending physician, so there 
is no certainty that a yellow-fever interment 
was made to-day. The looseness apparent in 
the matter will be corrected, so that hereafter 
reliable statistics may be obtained from the 
office of the Board of Health. Very little 
worthy of notice transpired today. All 
anxiety as to the spread of the fever 
seems to be quite allayed. The camps have 
been established, and are rapidly filling up. 
Trains leave the depot of the Mississippi & Ten- 
nessee Railway at 5 o’clock every afternoon, and 
every facility is provided to induce the people to 
move out.

CAUSE OF THE OUTBREAK AT MEMPHIS. 
Memphis Avalanche, Jul 27. 

The true reason of the present outbreak of 
yellow-fever lies not so much in the filthy 
streets and alleys of the city, but in the cupidity 
ef some of our people who would not give their 
consent to destroy even the bed-clothes upon 
which patients died of the fever. It nas never 
been demonstrated that the yellow-fever germ 
cap be preserved through the frosts and freezes 
of winter in the foul air of a privy-vault, but it 
has been shown time and again that woolen 

goods, especially blankets, that have become 
saturated with the yellow-fever poison, will re- 
tain it for a very long period even in cold weatb- 
er. It is well known that mapy persons in 
Memphis did not hesitate to preserve and even 
to sleep upon beds and bed-clotbing that bad 
| been poisoned by the infected air of a sick room, 

or by direct contact with the yellow-fever pa- 
tient. These articles have been kept, of course, 
in bed-rooms where the heat of the fire during 
the day and the warmth of the sleeper’s body at 
night prevented the germ from being frozen 
out. In many instances woolen clothing that 
had been banging in the sick room, where the 
air was reeking with the fou) fumes of the fever, 
was pack way in trunks, or, with tue poorer 
class, in wooden boxes. Here it remained dur- 
ing winter. The warmth generated by the 
fabric was amply sufficient to preserve the germ 
in all its former vigor, and there it lay, like 
a deadly serpent, only waiting for 
the heat of summer to warm it 
into life. Mutbrandon’s coat, which, like 
the shirt of Nessus, carried death in every fold, 
is now a matter of history. Another is that 
mentioned in the Avalanche of yesterday morn- 
ing of a South Memphis woman who has kept 
in a wooden box all the clothing of her hus- 
band, who perished by the fever last year, and 
even the bed-clothes on which he died, stained 
all over with black vomit. One of the ablest 
physicians in Memphis said not long ago that 
there was not a house in the city, whether oc- 
cupied during the fever or not, that had not 
been thoroughly infected by the yellow-fever 
poison. It should be remembered also that 
even those who fled from the city when the 
fever broke out left behind them their carpets, 
bedding, and winter clothes, to receive in trust 
for them the insidious poison which they were 
trying to escape. This reasoning may not be 
founded upon the principles of medical science, 
but it is certainly justified by commun sense, 
and by getting up all the evidence to be had in 
regard to the matter the medical fraternity 
may be able to throw some light upon the 
origin of the present outbreak of yellow-fever 
in our city. 


NEW ORLEANS. 
BAD.

New Organs, July .- Five clear and un- 
disputed cases of yellow-fever were reported to- 
day,—two in the same neighborbood where the 
Spano girl died, one further up-town, on Sev- 
enth street, and one in the heart of the city 
just in rear of the Cathedral. The latter 
case was brought in from Morgan City, 
and will die. A majority of the cases so far are 
young children. The entire city is being rapidly 
disinfected by the Sanitarians,—a sort of Vigi- 
lance Committee. Choppin, the President of 
the Board of Health, bas abandoned the city 
and gone to his plantation in Lbervilie.

Then there were some Fiat- 
Socialists who had all sorts of schemes for 
letting the lazy live off the industrious,— 
such as having the Government buy up and 
operate all the labor-saving machinery; sup- 
‘porting convicts in idleness while the com- 
munity is taxed for their maintenance; giv- 
ing to each man who wants it somewhere 
from $500 to $5,000 out of the National 


Treasury, according to the liberality with 


other people's money of the demagogues 
who happen to be in the majority in Con- 
gress at the time the law is passed. Ail these 
theorists are men after Chairman Wricut’s 
own heart, and it may be confidently expect- 
ed that their views will receive careful con- 
sideration in his report to Congress. 


I8 MORE CURRENCY NEEDED! 
The Wricur Congressional Committee, 


now in session in tbis eity, is in search of 
evidence to make out a case. Under the pre- 
text of inquiring into the causes of exist- 


ing” stagnation and depression, it is bewil- 


dered with the evidences of prosperity; but 
it started out to make a case and a remedy,— 
and hence to justify the proposed remedy it 
has to invent a case. The Chairman, Mr. 
Waicut, anticipated his inquiry by asserting 
what the cause of the depression was, which, 
he said, was the contraction of the currency, 
and by asserting that the remedy was the 
issue of more paper money, and its free dis- 
tribution among those who wanted it. Asa 
preliminary he asserted that the paper money 
in circuiation at one time amounted to 
$2,000,000,000, that at this time it was only 
#700,000,000, and that this terrible contrac- 
tion had left the country without currency 
enough to do business. The remedy was 
more paper currency. Here are his asser- 
tions: 

He believed the present prosperity of Chi- 
cago was only spasmodic. The foreclosure of 
mortgages affected the price of labor. Until debts 
were paid prosperity would not come. He was not 
an inflationist. He didn’t want to see $2, 000, - 
000, 000 of currency agaigjafioat. It wasn't neces- 
sary. There were now only $700,000, 000 in cir- 
culation, one-seventh of which was locked up in 
the Treasury. Why had it been necessary to con- 
tract to such an extent? The speaker ridiculed 
resumption, claiming that it bad accomplished no 
good. Lack of currency was the complaint every- 
where in the country except in Wall street. If 
there was currency enough to restore the indus- 
tries, workingmen would be prosperous.. The cir- 
culation now was $12 a head, while the rate of 
taxation was $18. [Laughter.] What they wanted 
they ought to have, even if their demands came in 
conflict with the men who had control of the Gov- 
ernment, for the workmen were as competent and 
as able to judge of their needs as those who had 
the political power. [Apolause.] 

To the readers of Taz Trisunz it is hardly 
necessary to call attention to the error of 
these figures given by Mr. Wricut. In the 
first place, what is currency in the sense of 
a medium of exchange called money? Cur- 
rency is money in the form of coin, or paper 
circulating as money, payable on demand 
and bearing no interest. These combined 
constitute the ‘‘currency” of the country. 
When the indebtedness of the country is 
placed in the form of obligations payable at 
a future time, bearing interest, whether at 
the rate of 4, 5, 6,7, or any other rate per 
cent, that is not currency; otherwise 
the whole present bonded indebtedness 
of the United States, which now 
serves as collateral security for loans, or 
which creditors will accept at par or a pre- 
mium in payment of debts or in exchange 
for real estate, merchandise, or other prop- 
erty, might be called currency. Exclud- 
ing these bonds and other time and interest- 
bearing obligations, the amount of the cur- 
rency of the United States at this time, and 
at all other times since 1861, can be readily 
ascertained. The amount of currency in 


backs, bank-uotes, and fractional currency,

The amount of currency, exclusive of coin, 
outstanding and in circulation on tLe 30th 
day of June in each year, for a long series of 
years, is a matter of record. It includes 
State-bank notes, National-bank notes, de- 
mand notes of 1861, legal-tender notes, 
one and two -year notes of 1863, compound-in- 
terest notes, and fractional currency. The 
compound-interest notes, of which $266,- 
000,000 were issued, and the one- and two- 
year of which $211,000,000 were 
issued, were never in any sense currency; 
they bore interest, and were payable in the 
future ; but, to avoid any captious objections, 
woe include them in the statement. We also 
give the coin value of the paper per dollar in 
the aggregate at each date.

three years the Government has put 
circulation $40,000,000 of fractional 
coin, whith is in active circulation and form: 
part of the currency. Some gold and some 
silver dollars have also been added to ‘ne 
active currency, making the gold, silver, aud 
paper money now in use as currency of 
greater value in purchasing power than the 
currency of the United States at any time 
in the previous history of the Government. 

Nor is Mr. Wereut’s statement as to the 
proportions of tation and currency any 
more accurate than his wild estimate of the 
amount of currency in the past. Taking 
the whole population at this time at 46,000, - 
000, and the whole taxation at $500,000,000 
(that of the United States being $250,000,- 
000), and the currency at $720,000,000, and 


The difference may mot be important in 
making evidence to fit a case, but asa mat- 
ter of truth and of fact it id untitled to con- 
sideration in an investigation.” 

Any estimate of the amount of currency 
needed for business founded exclusively 
upon the number cf the population must 
be deceptive. The whole number of men 
and women engaged in productive employ- 
meut form but a comparative small propor- 
tion of the whole population. Such an esti- 
mate implies, moreover, that the dollars once 
used by one person disappear forever from 
sight and further use. Of the whole sum of 
money in circulation, not more than one- 
third of it is ever in active use 
for exchanges. Ths money is on de- 
posit, subject to call, but it is 
not necessarily paid out and handled. The 
payments made in the large cities by bans] 
checks average daily perhaps $120,000,000, 
and not one dollar of currency changes 
hands. The money remains on deposit just 


the same, untouched and unhandled ; yet, in 


fact, payments to that enormous sum are 
made daily without handling a dollar of the 
currency. In like manner payments are 
made between the East and the West, and 
between cities and towns, whereby, through 
the means of bills of exchange, and even by 
telegraph, the use of money is dispensed 
with. Of all the cash transactions taking 
place throughout the United States, in not 
exceeding 8 per cent of the whole is there an 
actual transfer of money; the transfers are 
made by bills or checks, and the money re- 
mains on deposit untouched. | 

So on any pay-day in this city, where an 
employer pays out $20,000 for wages, the 
persons who receive this money promptly 
pay their bills, and within less than forty- 
eight hours the money has found its way 
back to some place of deposit. In the mean- 
time it has been handled two or three times, 
and this process is repeated weekly year after 
year. Mr. Wricur thinks it necessary, to 
enable that employer to pay off his hands, 


fresh greenbacks for his special use every 
week. The money im actual use in this 
country for ordinary business transactions is 
the subsidiary silver and the small notes, and 
yet the Treasury Department, do what it 
can, is not able to keep $40,000,000 of $1 
and 2 bills in circulation, or more 
than $40,000,000 of silver. 80 ex- 
tensively and generally are payments 
made by bank-check and by draft that 
perhaps not more than one-third of the cur- 
rency, including all forms of money, is ever 
actually in the hands of the people, The 
rest is on deposit somewhere, and when pay- 
ments are needed a check is given, which 
check in turn is deposited by the payee, 
leaving the currency undisturbed in its place 
of deposit. So when Mr. Wriacar states 
that there is not currency enough to enable 
the people to pay their taxes, he misstates 
the case, first as a matter of fact, and, sec- 
ondly, by assuming that currency can only 
be used one time and for one purpose. 
Taking the 12,000,000 of persons, male 
and female, in the country who are engaged 
in productive labor, and allowing each an 
average of from $2 to $3 per day, we have 
an approximation of the amount of produc- 
tion which is to be paid for daily, and even 
for this, as we bave seen, but a small propor- 
tion of actual cash change s hands. With 
$725,000,000 of currency subject to call and 
for use, and this currency having an actual 
value or purchasing power equal to its nom- 
inal value, there can be no intelligent man 
who believes that there is any lack of cur- 
rency to perform all the business of the 


country. 


A SCHEME TO DESTROY SELF-RELIANCE. 
In his last Saturday-night harangue to the 


Fiatists and Oommunists on the base-ball 
grounds Congressman Wricut devoted much 
of his time to what he called the rights of 
labor.” Six-tenths of the whole popula- 
tion, he said, were workingmen, and if they 
did not rise in their might and dictaté the 
legislation of the country they Had no right 
to claim any. On this basis the workingmen 
could elect their own Representatives to 
Congress, which would leave him at home if 
they did. He wanted them to vote for 
their own friends,“ he said, and then re- 
minded them that he had prepared a bill to 
pay every poor man in the country $500 
to enable every one of them to settle upon 
Western land. This was the nostrum which 
Mr. Wricut, as a member of an investi- 
gating committee, sought to advertise, and 
this was what he wished workingmen 
to send Representatives to Congress to vote 
for. He proposes this plan as a remedy for 
the non-existing, but alleged, universal de- 
pression.” Each person to obtaln this Fed- 
eral bounty must first swear or otherwise 
prove himself a pauper unable to earn his 
on support. Then he must give the Govern- 
ment a ten years’ mortgage on his home- 
stead for the repayment of the loan with in- 
terest. But is not Mr. Wrieut in danger of 
being cut under by some more liberal-minded 
demagogue with other people’s money, who 
will. move an amendment, see old man 
Water and go him $500 better, and double 
the time and reduce the interest, making the 
loan $1,000, time twenty years, interest only

THE CITY-HALL AND THE EXPERTS. 

Tue Tao has an interest, in common 
with all taxpayers and the general public, in 
encouraging the exposure of any serious de- 
fects there may be in the construction of 
the new City-Hall, in fixing the responsibili- 
ty for blemishes and cheats where it proper- 
ly belongs, and in requiring the contractors 


tract to the end that the building may be 
completed economically and according to 
agreement. It has no sympathy, however, 
with any er-parte investigation, or any vague 
reflections upon the men who have been en- 
gaged in the construction or supervision of 
the building as leading up to a demolition of 
the work already done, the substitution of 
new stone, and the intrusting of the building 
into the hands of a cliqne that have their own 
selfish interests in view instead of the pub- 
lic good. It is a notorious fact that the Le- 
mont limestone clique and the disappointed 
contractors have sought continually to im- 
peach the integrity of the present contractors, 
and the city officials charged with the 
duty of watching them, and to manufacture 
public sentiment in favor of abandoning the 
work elready done, and beginning all over 
again, with the Lemont Ring in charge. 
This clique has had its organ, which has per- 
sistently insisted upon such a course, and it 

is the intention to make the recent report of 
experts the basis for a still more determined 
effort in that direction. We are perfectly 
satisfied that there were gentlemen on that 
Committee who would not knowingly lend 
themselves to the maneuvres of the Lemont 
clique, but it is clear that the one-sided in- 
vestigation which was made is calculated to 
further the efforts of the disappointed con- 
tractors, and the report of the experts can- 
not fairly be accepted without subjecting 
their conclusions to the criticism of the men 
upon whom they reflect. 

It is true that the Committee of experts 
was appointed to dxamine personally into 
the condition of the City Building, and, so 
far as this was practicable, it was not essen- 
tial that they should call for the testimony 
of those who had been engaged in the work 
of construction. But the most serious 
charges made in the report are of a nature 
which personal examination of the building, 
as it now stands, would not evolve, but must 
have been based upon festimony which was 
either volunteered or sought out. Having 
listened to such testimony, it was the duty 
of the Committee to summon the persons 
upon whom it reflected, and by this process’ 
to ascertain whether or not the 
charges were well grounded. The re- 
port, as it was made, intimates that 


of a preceding Council (including ex-Ald. 
Van Ospex and e&-Ald. Cock), ex-Superin- 
tendent CLEAvELAND and his assistants, and 
the stone-contractors, Tomursson & Rezp, 
were either incompetent and dorelict, or had 
conspired to favor the contractors at the 
expense of the city and to the damage of the 
building. Yet the Committee of experts did 
not call a single one of these persons before 
them, and the accused had no opportunity 
whatever to vindicate themselves or to ex- 
pose the part malice had played in making 
up the aspersions upon their faithfulness and 
honesty. Every consideration of justice 
requires that the publie should withhold its 
judgment, and that the Council should take 
no action in the matter, until all these gen- 
tlemen shall have had an opportunity to meet 
the charges and refute them. , 

We will take two or three points in the er- 
parte verdict to illustrate the injustice of the 
procedure. It is charged that the stone in the 
byilding falls short to an extent that will re- 
quire 150,000 extra brick to make good the 
deficiency. This is a statement which the 
Committee of experts could not have made 
upon their own superficial examination of 
the building as it stands. The conclusion 
must have been based largely upon testimo- 
ny. Ien't there reason to suspect, at least, 
that the brick contractor had some interest 
in persuding the Committee that there was a 
shortage in stone, in order that he might be 
able to put in a claim for’ extra brick- 
work? May not the Committee have been 
led to the conclusion by the testimony of 
persons acting in behalf of the brick con- 
tractor, or perhaps at the instance of rival 
stone men? If so, it was certainly the duty 
of the Committee to summon Messrs. Ton- 
tinson & RID and ex-Superintendent 
CLEAVELAND to furnish evidence to the con- 
trary, and the failure of the Committee to do 
so was an injustice to these persons, and 
calculated to mislead the public. 

Another instance in point: It is charged 
that there were two sets of plans, one of 
which was submitted to the general list of 
bidders, while the other (the cheaper plan)

without giving the public officers of that 
time an opportunity to produce proof to the 
contrayy. As a matter of fact, ex-Mayor 
Hears and Messrs, Van Ospet, Coox, and 
Cuzavetanp all unite in denying the truth 
of the assertion. There were. two plans,— 
one purchased from Mr. Eaax, the 
County Architect, and the other made by 
CLEAVELAND, so modifying the Ecan plan as 
to save money. But the modified plan 
alone was submitted to all the bidders, so 
that no one firm had any advantage over any 
other firm in making up their estimates. 
This is the answer made by the persons then 
in charge, and, if true, it is a complete an- 
swer; the Committee of architects ought to 
have listened to this answer and the evi- 
dente in support thereof before making 
their conclusions public, 

From the testimony which Tun Ta Un 
has gathered from the other side, which 
the Committee of experts ought to have 
taken, it is also reasonable to conclude that 
the Committee have exaggerated, not the 
number perhaps, but the importance of the 
blemishes in the stone which they discov- 
ered. It is not impywpbable that a good 
many stones have been allowed to be placed 
in the walls that should have been rejected, 
and an investigation will be of serv- 
ice which shall point these out, and, 
so far as is practicable, cause them to be re- 
moved at the expense of the contractors. 
At the same time, the so-called ‘‘ sand- 
pockets,” which have been filled in, varying 
in size from a pin’s head to the dimensions 
of a finger, do not impair the strength of 
the building, and may be so located as not to 
mar its appearance, Most of the stone used 
for building purposes in Chicago, aside from 
granite and marble, has more or less of such 
defects, and there are few buildings into 
which the contractors do not smuggle more 
or less of these blemished stones in spite 


of the architects and superintendents. 
At the same time the contractors 
on the City Building should be 


held to the strictest account. The 
report seems to be correct in its conclusion, 
that the brick contractor ought to be com- 
pelled to put in the fire-brick stipulated for, 
or, if that is not possible, that he should be 
paid for the other brick according to their 
relative value, and there has been a neglect 
of duty on the part of Mayor Harrison and 
his subordinates during the last three or four 
months in permitting the brick-work to fall 
behind the stone-work. The report of the 
experts will be of value if it shall lead to a 
correction of many of the shortcomings it 
points out; but no case has been fairly 
made out which warrants a suspension of 
the work, or any consideration of a propo- 
sition to tear down and build up of Lemont 
stone under contract with the Lemont 
clique. Any suggestion of this kind subjects 
the work of the experts to serious suspicion. 
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THE DECAY OF POLYNESIA. 

The Hawaiian group of islands in the 
Northern Pacific present the somewhat un- 
usual ctacle of a race of aborigines 
steadily and surely disappearing, and at a 
ratio which bas greatly increased since the 
introduction of the Christian religion and 
civilization. A recent numberof the Nation 
presents some interesting data connected 
with this subject, and from this and other 
sources we gather some material which will 
be of interest, both scientifically and senti- 
mentally. : 

When Capt. Coox visited the Sandwich 
Islands the native population was estimated, 
in 1779, at 400,000. They had abandoned 
cannibalism at that time, but they were very 
licentious and brutal. These qualities have 
been modified by education somewhat, but 
still the aborigines continue to disappear, 
and it is only a question of time, and very 
short time, bow soon they will be extinct 
and their places filled by foreigners. 
The: first census of the islands was 
taken in 1832, and showed that the natives in 
the fifty-three years which had elapsed since 
Cooxr’s time had fallen off from 400,000 to 
130,000. In the forty-six years which have 
elapsed since this census was taken more 
than two-thirds of this number have disap- 
peared, in the face of all the influences of 
Christian education and religion. The official 
censuses show the following results: In 
1832, 130,000; in 1836, 108,579; in 1850, 
84,165; in 1853, 73,138; in 1860, 69,800; in 
1866, 62,959 ; in 1872, 56,899; in 1878, 44, 
000. At this rate of decrease it is evident 
that in less than a quarter of a century there 
will not be a native Hawaiian left, and the 
islands once inhabited by them will be oc- 
cupied by a mixed race of Americans, Ger- 
mans, French, English, and Chinese, whose 
numbers steadily increase every year. In 
1850 there were less than 1,000 foreigners on 
the islands, and now there are about 8,000, 

There are many remarkable features about 
this decadence, not the least of which is that 
it is taking place among a people who, by 
all physical laws, ought not only to survive, 
but to increase rapidly. They are repre- 
sented by scientific measurements to be 
stronger and taller than any European peo- 
ple. They are very active and handsomely 
made, . They are expert horsemen, fisher- 
men, hunters, swimmers, and sailors, and 
are very hardy and capable of enduring 
great fatigue. They show special mental 
aptitude for acquiring education. Schools 
abound among them, and there is a teacher 
for every twenty-seven children in the 
group. The first missionary did not reach 
their shores until 1820, and yet the total 
native membership of the Protestant 
churches in 1873 was 12,283, while in 1872 
there was a Catholic population of 23,000. 
Education is widespread. Religion has 
made great, almost unexampled progress. 
Civilization is universal, and yet the decrease 
of the race keeps steadily on, and with all the 
greater rapidity where the works of the 
teacher and the missionary has been the 
most complete, The problem of this decay 
has been very thoroughly studied, In 1838, 
the Rev. Anremus BisHor, a missionary who 
had lived in the islands many years, enume- 
rated as the causes of the decrease, pover- 
ty, oppression by the Chiefs, neglect and 

consequent mortality of children, infanticide, 
and unrestrained licentiousness.” These 
causes were in operation, however, before 
civilization had fairly commeneed its work. 
Some time since, the Minister of Foreign 
Relations, upon inquiring into the causes, 
found the following: 1, The change from 
native to foreign clothing; 2, commerce, 
inducing the natives to stint their 
food in order to buy fine clothes; 
3, epidemics of foreign 
habits of licentiousness ; 

6, the mysterious will of God,” 
which may be added intoxicating liquors and 
venereal diseases. The third of these causes 
has been a very potent one. Alcoholism and 
syphilis have swept off great numbers, but 
even the epidemics which with us are now 
no feared have proved exceedingly 
fatal. In 1853 the measles destroyed 1,200 
natives out of 2,800 in one small district 
near Honolulu. The same inability of a 
native population to resist à new disease was 
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measles, introduced simultaneously with the 
Bible by the English missionaries, almost 
decimated the population before the mis- 
sionaries had effected any conversions. 
Small-pox, 
lungs, fevers, and leprosy, all intro- 
duced by civilization, have also contributed 
to reduce the population. The Nation is in- 
clined to regard the scientific theory 80 
clearly enunciated by Dawn, namely, 
“ sterility from changed conditions,” as the 
great persistent cause of decay. This theory 
finds confirmation in the large excess of 
deaths over births; in the percentage of 
children to the whole population, which is 
far less than the corresponding percentages 
in other countries; and in the results of 
marriage. It is said that the marriages of 
the native women with the Chinese and 
Americans are very prolific in healthy chil- 
dren, while the marriages between the 
natives result in infertility. 6 
Be the causes what they may, the fact re- 
mains that a once strong, active, and hardy 
race is swiftly,and surely being killed by the 
vices which seem to be inseparable from civ- 
ilization, —vices so destructive in their effects 
that not even the strongest race can stand up 
against them when once it has changed its 
conditions of life, though its native vices 
may have been still stronger, From a senti- 
mental point of view, the spectacle is nota 
cheerful one, and it ‘adds to the despair of 
the situation that on the other islands of the 
various Polynesian groups, where the Eu- 
glish have paved a way for their missionaries 
by force, the work of decimation goes on 
just as it does in the Hawaiian Islands. Dis- 
ease and sterility at once commence their 
work, from all of which it appears to be 
pretty evident that civilization and the Word 
of the Lord will not make much progress in 
the uttermost isles of the sea until the native 
populations are gone and a race of half- 
breeds and foreigners takes their place.

JEWISH EMANCIPATION IN ROUMANIA. 

While the Jéwish people of this country 
are severely exercised over the action of a 
Coney Island hotel-keeper in excluding them 
from his hostelry,—an event of no special im- 
portance except as affecting their social 
rights in one hotel for a few days or weeks 
in summer, and which looks very much like 
an advertising d „there is a great ques- 
tion pending in Roumania growing out of 
the changed relations of that province caused 
by the Berlin Treaty that is much more 
worthy of attention. This question is the 
proposition to modify the Roumanian organic 
law in relation to the political rights of the 
Jewish population, and by removing present 
restrictions to substantially emancipate them. 
The Jew has always been the victim of in- 
tolerance, and this intolerance has been as 
conspicuous in Mohammedan communities 
as in Christian. But Roumania is no longer 
under Mohammedan influences. She is in- 
dependent. The last tie that con- 
nected her with Turkey has been 
severed, and Turkey herself, though re- 
luctantly, has recognized her independ- 
ence. Religious intolerance is no longer 
known in that country. Though the Greek 
Church may be considered the national re- 
ligious organization, all sects are guaranteed 
protection and liberty to worship God. But 
the Treaty of Berlin goes farther than this. 
In making Roumania independent, it con- 
templated and actually stipulated that all 
classes of people should be unrestrained in the 


Jews constitute a large element in the popa- 
lation of Roumania and largely control its 
commerce, and they share that distinction 
with the Greeks in every part of the recent 
Turkish Empire. Still, the old popular 
prejudice exists in Roumania, as it has else- 
where, and the situation is not yet freed 
from many embarrassing difficulties. The 
Roumanian people are determined that the 
proposed concessions shall be so modified as 
to amount to a nonentity, while, on the 
other hand, the Western Powers are equally 
determined that the legislation of the Gov- 
ernment shall be of the most liberal char- 
acter, and shall exactly carry out the pro- 
visions of the treaty. It might be expected 
that England, with a Jew at the head of her 
Ministry, whose highest hope is the com- 
plete enfranchisement and union of his race, 
would press this matter; but even Austria, 
who has been one of the most cruel and per- 
sistent persecutors of the Jews, is equally in 
earnest, and has made her representations in 
no uncertain manner. Between the people 
and the Powers stands the Government, 
eager to reconcile these two antagonistic 
elements, striving not only not to offend the 
Powers, but also to maintain its own exist- 
ence by preventing a union of the Conserva- 
tive elements of the country, which would 
certainly bring a new Government into 
power. Meanwhile the provision of che 
treaty touching this matter is explicit. It 
stipulates as follows: “In Roumania, dis- 
tinction of religious belief and confession 
shall not serve as a reason for the unfitness 
or exclusion of any one from the enjoyment 
of civil and political rights, admission to 
public employment, offices, and honors, or 
from the exercise of the various professions 
and industries, whatever the locality may 
be. Religious liberty and the open profes- 
sion of every form of worship shall be as- 
sured to all the natural subjects of the Rou- 
manian State, as well as to strangers, and no 
impediment shall be thrown in the way 
either of the hierarchical organization of the 
various religious bodies, or of their relations 
to their spiritual chiefs. The subjects of all 
nationalities, merchants or others, shall be 
treated in Roumania, without distinction of 
creed, upon a footing of perfect equality.” 
The provisions of this article are explicit. 
There is no way of avoiding them without 
abrogating the treaty, and one article of the 
treaty cannot be set aside without vitiating 
the whole. England, Austria, and Germany 
have positively refused to entertain the prop- 
osition of Koumania to so modify the treaty 
that the restrictions may be continued in 
force. They have notified her in a fnendly 
but very firm manner that these stipulations 
are the conditions upon which she was grant- 
ed her independence, There is little doubt, 
though the question is now very much in- 
volved, that ultimately the disabilities will 
be removed, and the Jewish race in that 
country will be emancipated. Their oppres- 
sion is no longer one of physical persecu- 
tion. In that respect they have for a long 
time been more fortunate than the Sclavic 


‘peoples under the Turkish yoke. It per- 


tains more to the holding of property and 
the enjoyment of political rights, and it is 
on these points that the contest is now wag- 
ing in the Roumanian Government, the posi- 
tion taken by the people being that, if the 
restrictions are removed, they will soon get 
control of all the real property in Roumania, 
as they hold the capital and charge enor- 
mous rates of interest. The disposition of 
this question will be watched with a good 
deal of interest. The Sclavic States are the 
only portion of Europe where the Jews are

GOULD’S TELEGRAPH LINE. 


The Progress that the American Union 
Company Is Making— Buying and Leasing 
Many Short Limes, and Promising to Con- 
mect Boston and Omaha by November 
$400,000 Already Expended. 

New York Sun, Juty 27. 

Ever since the Western Union Telegraph 
Com pany’s policy of buying up competing lives 
culminated in the purchase of its most formid- 
able rival, the Atlantic & Pacific, two years ago, 
no telegrapbic enterprise has been undertaken 
that has been free from the suspicion that its 
promoters were building a property to offer it 
at the Western Union’s doors. This was particu- 
larly the case when about three months ago the 
articles of incorporation of a new telegraph com- 
pany, to be known as the American Union, were 
filed by Jay Gould and two associates. The 


capital stock of the new Company was fixed at 


$10,000,000. What the new Company proposed 
to do was not definitely known, and even now 
that ground has been broken for the construc- 
tion of its lines in several parts of the country, 
the belief is still held in many quarters that the 
Company is pow ready or is preparing for a bid 
from the Western Union, after it has served its 
purpose in the stock market. This belief is 
strengthened by Gould’s connection with it. Its 
operations have already received the attention 
of Western Union in the courts of several of the 
Western States. Among those interested in it 
besides Gould are D. H. Bates, one of the cur- 
vorators and the President of the Company, 
Russell Sage, and others whose railroad interests 
are to a greater or less degree identical with 
those of Gould. Gould’s trip through the West 
a short time before he started ona short vaca; 
tion abroad was taken largely in reference to 
this new enterprise. What progress the Com- 
pany has made, and what it proposes to accom- 
plish in the immediate future, is told by one of 
its executive officers. 

In the direction of construction the Com- 
pany has put up a line from this city to Sara- 
toga. The line is completed to within a few 
miles of Saratoga, and will when completed 
consist of two wires to and five to Al- 
bany. Another line is in process of construc- 
tion between Albany and Buffalo. A line be- 
tween Syracuse and Oswero, thirty-five miles in 
length and owned by the Central Union Tele- 
graph Company, was leased by the American 
Union soon after its organization. The Com- 


y has also leased the lines of the Dominion 


elegraph Company, extending from Oswego to 
Ogdensburg, and including in its several thou- 
sand miles of wire a line from Quebec to Hali- 
fax, about 600 miles long. A contract bas just 
been let to bund within sixty days from 
Aug. 1 a live from Saratoga to a point in 
Canada above St. Albans, Vt., to connect 
with the leased lines of the Dominion Com-

have the use of its system. Connections will be 
made with it at points on the Wabash Railroad, 
and by these connections Wheelie, Pitisburg, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, Louisville, Sandusky, St. 


Louis, and Chicago will be reached. 


The Eastern line is completed as far as Bridge- 
port, Conn., and. poles have been distributed 
along the routetoa point near ton. ‘The 
Southern ine to Washineton'is e leted, ex- 
cepting about half a dozen gaps where the line 
is to pass through towns the consent of the local 
authorities of which has not yet been obtained. 
Itisin New Jersey that the new Company is 
meeting with the most opposition, not in the 
courts, but by alleged attempts to iofluence the 
action of the local authorities and also individ- 
uals whose consent is necessary. ‘The connec- 
tions are being rapidiv closed in spite of opposi- 
tion, and itis the expectation of the Company 
to be able to operate this line within thirty dave. 
It also expects to have its system completed 
from Boston to Omaha, and in operation by the 
Ist of November. It will include two routes to 
Chicago, one by way of the Balitimore & Ohio 
Raitroad lines. and one through Canada. With 
the lines it will have tu oreration on or about 
that date its officers say it wilt be in a position 
to compete with Western Union for two-thirds 
of that Company’s present business. 

The officers cite as evidence of the sincerity 
of their intentions to furnish and maintain a 
new system, the fact that they are using the 
very best of material in constructing the lines, 
and not inferior stock, as has been the case in 
some lines that bave been built ostensibly for 
sale. The poles weed are of chestnut and 
Canada cedar. The wire, which is now being 
furnished by the Rocbling & Sons Company of 
Trenton al the rate of 100 miles per day, is No. 
S galvanized charcoal wire. ‘The insulators are 
of Tillotson & Co.’s best make, and . the cross- 
bars are furnished by Butler & Co., of Sandusky. 
All these materials are purchased, the officers 
say, at astonishingly low prices. The Company 
has obtained control of both duplex aud quad- 
rupex instruments with which to operate their 
wires. For its main offices iu this city the Com- 
pany has been negotiating for alease of the 
Oles at 135 Broadway, formerly oevupied bv 
the Home Fire Insurance Company, and will 
probably occupy them by the lst of August. 

‘The officers of the Company base tbeir claim 
of ability to compete advantageously with the 
Western Union upon the fact that their system 
will put them in connection with points where 
that Company obtains two-thirds of its business, 
and that the most profitable portion of its bust 
ness will cost them less than a million and a half 
of dollars. The ex:enditures thus tar have been 
$400,000,’ On the other band, they set forth the 
fact that the Western Union is capitalized for 
$41,000,000, and has, in addition, a bonded debt 
that meresses its security liabilities to about 
$51,000,000, and in contrast claim they are far 
abead of Western Union in being able to do 
business at low rates. 

As to the view Western Union takes of the 
new Company, Dr. Norvin Green, its President, 
says that his Company has opposed it only 
where their rights have been infringed upon. 
as the consider they were in the attempt to 
buiid along the Wabash and the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern Railroads. It contem- 
plating the extent of the opposition he com- 
pares the new Company to the Atlantic & Pacific 
before it was absorbed by the Western Union. 
He said that when that Company had 10,000 
miles of wire, reaching nearly every prominent 
point, it never was able to earna profit. The 
American Union cannot present a similar evs- 
tem within three or four years. The best line it 
can offer for Western business is that through 
Canada, over its leased line, and this. Presi- 
dent Green claims, cannot meet the require- 
ments of the patrons of the telegraph, who, 
in the Produce Exchange, for instance, have 
become accustomed to half-hourlv commun 
cations between the two cities. To meet the 
requirements of this patronage the Western 
Union has put up a No. 3 wire between Buffalo 
and Chicago, and will extend the same to this 
city. This is the largest wire ever placed on 
poles, and it is superior to anv meteorological 
influences. It will be worked by quacruplex 
iustrumests. No matter how low the Company 
is capitalized, said President Green, it cannot 
afford to compete with Western Union, for, 
even if the lines that it proposes to build were 
given to it. it could not Operate them even at 
the rates now charged br Western Union. 
When times were dull the Atlantic & Pacific, 
with iss 10,000 miles of wire, was unable to im- 
pair the 6 per cent dividend of the Western 
Union, and it will take the American Union 
from three to five years to place itself in the 
same position as regards facilities that the At- 
lantic & Pacific bad when it was absorbed by the 
Western Union. Even then it will be impossi- 
ble for them to impair the 7 per cent dividend, 
said the President. 

One reason that the new Company cannot 
operate its lines to compete with the Western 
Union war, he said, the fact of the cheapness 
with which the Western Union is able to operate 
its lines. It has over SBOO offices, yet it only 
pays the rent of less than 1,000. This is owing 
to the right it to occupy railroad and post- 
offices. Presidec Green is of the opinion that 
the history of the Compauv will repeat that of 
the Atlantic & Pacific Companv, which was also 
controlied by Jay Gould, and wasin time sold to 
the Western Union.

How the Deposed Dynasties of France Have 
Been Treated, 
Fall Mall Gaseite. 

Tne, manner in which the various dynasties in 
France bave deposed each other is curious 
enough for notice at a moment when it isa 
question whether Prince Napoleon could be 
legally ordered to leave the country. In 1814, 
after the first fall of the Empire, no exceptional 
measures were taken against the Bonaparte 
family; but after the Hundred Daysand Water- 
loo the whole Imperial family were banished 
forever. Alter the fall of Charles X. perpetual 
banishment was decreed against the elder Bour- 
bon branch, gnd the proscription of the Bona- 
After the revolution 
which drove Louis Philippe from the throne 
the Republic decreed the berpetual ban- 
ishment of ali the families which bad 
reigned in France. This was in May, 1848, and 
in the following October the law was rerealed as 
far as it concerned the Bonapartes, and this law 
bas never been re-enacted. In 1871 the Bour- 
bons were likewise permitted to return to 
France, and so, in fact, no law of banishment at 
present exists. It is true that in 1872 M. Thiers 
considered himeelf justified in having Prince 
Napoleon conduct to the froptier, on the 
ground that Napoleon III. and his dynasty had 
been deposed, and that this deposition implied 
expulsion of all the family. A good many Lib- 
erais in the National Assembly disputed the 
soundness of this principle, and among these 
was M. Le Roser, who is now Minister of Jus- 
tice and Keeper of the Seals. In order to avoid 
a threatened defeat, M. Dufaure appeared in 
the tribune on the part of the Government and 
proposed that the Assembly should consent to 
the following measure: During the five years 
following the promulgation of the present law 
the members of the Imperial family can neither 
enter nor reside on French territory without the 
authorization of the Government.’’ The Na- 
tional Assembly agreed to this. Prince Napo- 
leon was afterward elected to represent Corsica, 
and sat in the National Assembly until it was 
dissolved by the Duc de Broglie.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP.

THE BAPTISM OF THE PRINCE IM- 

PERTAL. 
(Translated for The Tribune from Taxiite Detord 
‘by Emma Kanten.! 

Paris had become the capital of universal 
stock-operations; ite Exchange attracted all the 
bankers of Europe, the Exposition all the curi- 
ous, and the Government all the Princes. The 
Duke of Cambridge, the King of Wirtemberg, 
the Archduke Ferdinand of Austra, Prince 
Oscar of Sweden, Prince Adalbert of Bavaria, 
the Prince Regoant of Tuscany, and Prince 
Frederick William of Prussia succeeded each 
other in its Imperial residences. Every day be- 
held a new review at the Champ de Mars, and a 
new fete at the Tuileries; but the ceremony of 
the baptism of the Prince Imperial was the 
crowning splendor of them all. This celebra- 
tion took place on the 14th of June, with all 
regal pomp, under the dome of Notre Dame, 
azure-tinted and gicaming with golden stars. 
The walls hidden under the delicate decorations 
of the tmirteenth century; the massive columns 
covered with crimson velvet embroidered in 
gold; the names of the cities of France 
inscribed below a gallery d with 
crimson and adorned with — com- 
pleted the decorations. The church con- 
tained 5,000 invited guests. Cardinal Patrizze, 
Bishop of Albano, Legate of the Pope, and the 
Grand-Duchess of Baden, represented—the one 
Pius IX., godfather of the Prince, and the other 
his godmother, the Queen of Sweden. The 
Legate, preceded by his cross-bearer, advanced 
in a carriage drawn by eight white borses; the 
Marechals Canrobert and uet rede on either 
side of the carriage of the infant,—the other 
Marechals surrounding the Imperial carriage. 
At the moment of baptism the te com- 
menced a discourse, which was inau ible, the 
music drowuing his voice. After the ceremony. 
the Emperor and Empress proceeded to the 
Hotel de Ville, where a banquet was awaiting 
them. Eighty-six Bishops were present, among 
other gucsts, on this occasion. The Emperor 
and Emoress decided, according to the mon- 
archical tradition, that they would be godfather 
and godmother of all children born the same 
day as their sou. These numbered 4,000. The 
scholars of the primary schools received their 
portion in sweetmeats from the feast. Some 
days after this fete, a rose-bush of solid gold, 
on which glowed a rose blessed by the Pope, 
was placed, in presence of all the Court. on the 
altar of the chapél of the Tuileries. The egate, 
aver having read the Papal brief which con- 
ferred on the Em s the consecrated rose, 
took it and placed it in her hand. A subscrip- 
tion was opened in Paris, at the instigation of 
numerous officials, in order to offer to the Em- 
press and her son a witness of the love of the 
people. Sixty thousand francs were received, 
which served for the foundation of an orphan 


asylum,which, under the Empire, continued one.

She bas received the 
bomage of four Archbisbhobs of Canterbury, of 
four Archbishops of York, and of five Bishops 
of Chester, Lichfield, and Durham succeseively. 
She bas filied each of the three Chief Justice- 
ships twice at least; she bas received the ad- 
dresses of four successive Speakers of the House 
of Commons; she has jotrusted the Great Seal 
of the Kingdom te no less than nine differeat 
Lord Chancellors; and she has cummissioned 
eight successive Premiers to form no less than 
tharteco different Administrations. 
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HURON & ONTARIO SHIP-CANAL. 

The following article, from the Toronto Tée- 
gram, shows that one Canadian journal at least 
vopreciates the absurdity of the Canadian Pacitic 
Railway scheme and the importance of the 
Huron & Ontario Ship-Canal. The Taegrum 


says: 

Our great Imperial enterprise, no doubt, is 
the Pacific Railway, undertaken iw glorious defi- 
ance of Nature, to incorporate British Columbia 
with Canada, at a cost which nobody now places 
under $100,000,000, not to mention the annual 
expense which will certainly be incurred for 
many years to come in running a railroad 
through a country mainly wild, and the trafiic 
of which is still to be created. But perhaps our 
great national enterprise should be the Huron 
& Ontario Shio-Canal, to which Nature and our 
commercial interest seem to turn our eyes, and 
on which a gleam of hope bas shone again since 
the discovery of the hydraulic lift. ‘Ihe impor- 
tance and the apparently increased feasibility of 
the canal have led the London Ines to speak 
with interest of the project in an editorial, the 
theme of which is the greatness of Lilinotw as a 
producing country and of Chicago as a commer- 
cial centre and channel of distribution. It is 
true,’’ says the /imes, that for one-half of the 
year [five months would be nearer the exact 
— the navigaton of the St. Lawrence and 
the lakes is impeded by ice, vet during the other 
half the erops could be cheaply transported from 
illinois to England. The prospect of this form 
of transport being still further facilitated has 
lately been wonderfully mcreased. A project is 
in contemplation for making a ship-canal be- 
tween Lake Huron and Lake Ontariv. If this 
canal were available, the saving in distance 
between Chicago and Liverpool, compared 
with the route through the Erie 
Canal, would be S34 miles: the 
saving as compared with the route tnrough the 
Welland Canal would be 320 miies; while the 
estimated reduction in the cost of carrying 
freight would be $3 aton.”’ Both our political 
parties, unfortunately. are committed to the 
project, insane as we deem it, of the Pacific Rail- 
way. Mr. Mackenzie showed that he saw the 
imprudence of the scheme, but he had not 
strength of mind to renounce it. There is, 
therefore, little chance of our having sufficient 
resources left to undertake that which appears 
the more practicable and paving enterprise. 
But Mr. Capreol, who has spent so many years 
in disinterested promotion of the ship-canal, has at 
least the satisfaction of seeing that his plan is 
pronounced by high practical authority to be no 
mere dream, and that it is a real and substantial 
service which he has been trying to render to 
the country.
